Idle Machinery Shows Decrease In 


Nearly All Industries. 


New York, Aug. 29. — Gradual im- 


provement continues, especially in re 
spect to the percentage of manufac 
turiug plants in operation, and coun 
try merchants are more disposed to 
replenish stocks. Retail trade Is sea 
sonably quiet, except where sales are 
stimulated by clearance sales, but 
wholesale and jobbing houses are do- 
Ing a good fall business, although col- 
lections are Irregular. 
"With the ex- 


ception of the cotton mills, there is 
much less idle machinery in the lead- 
ing industries. 
Several wage agree- 


ments have been signed and there is 
little strife between capital and labor. 


On the vhole crop reports are satis- 


factory and producers obtain unusual- 
ly high prices. Contracts are placed 
more freely for steel, new business 
including a large tonnage of plate and 
pipe, while steel cars and lake ves- 
sels are among the week's orders. 
Structural work is chiefly In small 
lots, but numerous contracts for a few 
thousand tons each aggregate a fair 
tonnage; output of both pig iron and 
finished steel is steadily increasing, 
necessitating the addition of several 
boats to the ore-carrying fleet.
